have been informed that a n ­ 
other consolidation election has been 
called that would combine the McCaul­ 
ley and Ham Im School Districts if a p ­ 
proved by the voters in both districts. 
The 
voters in McCaulley just rec­ 
ently turned down a similar proposal to 
consolidate with Roby and two years 
ago they turned down a proposal to 
join the Hamlin District. 
We have no way of knowing how 
this current effort will fare 
Our only 
hope is that the decision will be m ade 
on the merits of the case and not based 
on the rumors and half-truths that have 
characterized the past two elections. 
We, as outsiders, have no way of 
knowing whether or not the McCaulley 
School should be disbanded — this is 
a decision for the McCaulley voters to 
decide. We do feel however, that if they 
feel that it is time to discontinue their 
school system that they will be welcom­ 
ed to come in with Hamlin. McCaulley 
and Hamlin have always been good 
neighbors and regardless of the out­ 
come of this election that they will con­ 
tinue to be friends and neighbors. 
We can easily understand how hard 
a decision this is for the people of Mc­ 
Caulley to make. Nobody wants to close 
down their school because this is the 
very heart of a community. But yet the 
future of our youth must be considered. 
And this should be the only basis for 
this decision. 
If the people of McCaulley can con­ 
tinue to operate a good school that meets 
the requirements of the state, the needs 
of their students, and at a price that they 
can afford to pay — then we say they 
should turn down this consolidation. 
But, if they feel that it is time to 
make a change because they cannot 
continue to operate a good school, then 
we would hope that they feel that the 
people of the two 
school districts can 
join together as friends and neighbors 
and operate a school that we can all 
be proud of. 
While the state will pay the com­ 
bined district a large sum of money for 
ten years this fact should not influence 
the decision to close down the McCaul­ 
ley School but should be only used as 
a factor in deciding what district Mc­ 
Caulley should merge with when they 
are ready to merge. 
Since this is an issue that is packed 
with emotion it is hard to expect all of 
the voters to take a good honest look 
at the situation based on true facts. But 
we do hope that every eligible voter in 
both districts will express themselves at 
the voting box when the time comes.
